CLOTHIER GIVES CLEW 


Sold Goods to Two Italians 
With Children Resembling 
Vivianos. 


Acting Gov. Gmelich Saturday said he 
would offer a reward of $300 for the cap- 
ture of each of the kidnapers of the 
Viviano children, after the Post-Disptch 
had asked -him why the State govern- 
ment had taken no part in the effort to 
bring the conspirators to justice, 

In reply to this question, Gov, Gmelich 
said that under the law he could not 
offer a reward until some official of St. 
Louis notified him of the kidnaping. 

“TIT have heard ndthing from the po- 
lice,”’ he sald, ‘and all the information 
I have came to me through the newspa- 
pers.”’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter told Chief of 
Police Creecy of Gov. Gmelich's state- 
ment'and the Chief at once dictated a 
message to the Acting Governo:. 

“I did not know it was necessary for 
mé to officially notify the State authori- 
ties,” he said. “I might have done it 
sooner, but I have been trying to throw 
as much secrecy as possible about this 
case. That is why I have made no of- 
ficial announcements as to the progress 
of the investigation. When you are 
treating with kidnapers you have to 
work in the.dark.’’ 

Might Treat With Kidmaper. 

The Chief would ‘not say that he has 
been “treating’’ with the kidnapers, but 
intimated that developments might make 
it necessary for him to do so. 

Cc. F. Bauer, a clothier, at 1721 Market 
street, gave the police belated infor- 
mation Saturday which might have 
been valuable if made known sooner. 

He said that at 1:30 p. m. last Mon- 
day, the day of the kidnaping, two Ita)- 
fans, accompanied by a boy 5 years old 
and a girl 3 years old entered his store. 
One of the men was apparently 26 years 


old and the other 40. The ‘description 


which he gave of the younger man cor- 
responds with the police description of 
Sam Turrisi, reputed leader of the kid- 
napers, 

Buys Clothes for Boy. 

The older man purchased from Bauer 
a brownish gray sailor suit for the boy. 
This was a wash suit trimmed with 
white braid. The boy was barefooted 
and the Italian bought him black shoes 
and stockings. . 

The men also wanted to buy an out- 
fit of clothing for the little girl, but 
Bauer told him he did not have it. 
After making the purchases the men 
took the children to the rear of the 
store and washed the faces and hands 
of the boy and girl. 


Eater Union Station 
Whille they were doing this, a third 


Italian entered the store, bought a 
package of shbepolish and whispered 
to the other two. All left hurriedly 
with the children and Bauer says he 
saw them enter Union Station. 

Bauer says he would have told of this 
earlier but he did not suspect that the 
children were Tom and Grace Viviano 
until he saw their pictures in the Posf- 
Dispatch. 

Special officers of the Carr street sta- 
tion went to the Italian settlement west 
of King’s highway and south of Man- 
chester avenue Saturday to search for 
a former employe of the Vivianos. 

A telegram from the Chicago police 
fuggested that this man might know 
Fomething of the plot.

| FARMERS BUY SO MANY 
DIAMONDS FOR WIVES THAT 
THE SUPPLY IS RUNNING LOW 
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New York Importers Report De- 
mand Is Five Times Greater 
Than a Year Ago. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The prosperity 
of the Western farmer has depleted the 
stocks of diamonds in Maiden lane and 
the importing houses there have hurried 
their buyers across the ocean to pur- 
chase new supplies. 

Dealers say that the lethargy which 
began in the jewelry trade two years ago 
had been followed of late by so great 
an increase in business that trade is 
taken by surprise and that even the 
largest dealers are finding it difficult 
to fill orders for the higher grades of 
perfect stones. 

Although $5,000,000 worth of gems were 
imported into this country last month, 
a quantity five times greater than the 
same month last year, the dealers have 
been unable to fill orders. 

They say that the orders from the 
Middle West and the Northwest are 
the most urgent, and as those regions 
are reporting fecord-breaking crops, the 
importers are of opinion that the jewels, 
or at least many of them are going to 
the farmers’ wives.

Roger Sommer Uses Biplane 
of Voisin Type at Mour- 
melon-le-Grand.

Mc _ RMELON-LE-GRAND, France, 


Aug. 7.—Roger Sommer, the French avi- 
itor, today beat the world’s,record for 
prolonged flight in an aeroplane. His 
machine remained in the: air for two 
hours 27 minutes and 15 seconds. 


Sommers started at 3:14 a. m. in the 


bright moonlight and for a time trav- 
eled slowly near the ground at eleva- 


tions running from six to 30 yards. 

After the machine had become lim- 
bered up the aviator increased his 
speed and the coming of daylight 
showed him traveling and maneuvering 
easily. 

When it became evident he had beat- 
en the duration record held by Wilbur 
Wright, the assembled crowd cheered 
wildly, and as Sommer came to the 
ground at 41 minutes and 15 seconds 
past 6, he was given an ovation. 


M. Sommer is one of the new school 
of French aviators, several of whom 
recently have made records that would 
have attracted world-wide attention a 
year ago. 

On July 27 he made a flight of’1 hour 
28 minutes and 30 seconds. Aug. 2 he 
flew 9 miles tn 12 minutes, which is at 
the rate of 45 miles an hour, and on 
Aug. 4 he made a flight of a few sec- 
onds over two hours- 

He is using a biplane of the Voisin 
type. 

The record of duration made by Wil- 
bur Wright is 2 hours 2 minutes and 
57 seconds. It was made at Le Mans, 
France, last December. 

Four One-Mile Flights Made. 

MINEOLA, N. Y., Aug. 7.—C. Foster 
Willard made four low flights of 
about one mile each in the Curtiss 
aeroplane belonging to the Aeronautic 
Society early today. This is the ma- 
chine which was wrecked in a flight 
made by Alexander Williams about 
two weeks ago.

Madame 
Niegovskaia grasped her husband's re- 
volver and opened fire on the intruder. 

During the exchange of shots she was 
wounded in the leg, but she continued 
to fire, and foreed the robbers .to flee. 
After their departure she died from loss 
of blood.

Gasoline Explosion on Launch 
Buffalo at Alton Endan- 
gers Two. 





BOTH SWIM ASHORE 





Lawrence Hellrung, Nearest 
the Engine, Was Seriously 
Burned. 


Wrapped in a sheet of flame from a 
gasoline explosion, looking like a ball of 
fire to spectators ashore, his eyebrows 
burned off, his hair singed, his hands 
seared, Lawrence Hellrung saved him- 
self from death’ by jumping overboard 
from the gasoline Jaunch Buffalo at Al- 
ton Saturday morning. 

A few seconds later his companion, 
Henry Schuelle, who was steering the 
craft, made the leap for life. Both men 
swam ashore. The launch was saved 
from destruction by Capt. William 
Fluent, who rowed out and smothered 
the flames with wet bankets from his 
bathhouse. 

Ten Gallons of Gasoline Exploded. 

Helirung and Schuelle, who are glass- 
blowers at Alton, own the Buffalo, 
which they keep at Fluent’s dock. They 
started out for a river voyage at 9 a. 
m. Hellrung was at the engine. They 
pushed the the craft away from the 
dock and had floated about 100 feet out 
into the stream, Hellrung working to 
get up power, when suddenly a leak 
caused the 10 gallons of gasoline to ex- 
plode, covering the boat with flame that 
rose several feet in the air. 

Instantly Hellrung was enveloped in 
the flames. The men standing on Flu- 
ent’s dock were horror-stricken. Hell- 
rung was completely shut from their 
view by the flames. But an instant 
later a detached mass of flame, ap- 
parently, leaped into the water. It was 
Hellrung. He went under at once, and 
the spectators held their breath. Half 
a minute later the man arose to the sur- 
face and struck out with sturdy strokes 
for shore. The crowd cheered lustily. 

Schuelle Forced to Jump. 

Meantime Schuelle, at the other end 
of the boat, waited to see what prog- 
ress toward him the flames would 
make. The woodwork caught quickly 
and the fire was enveloping Schuélle 
when he let go the wheel and leaped 
into the river. He was only slightly 
scorched. 

Hellrung went to a physician to have 
his burns dressed. 

Capt. Fluent, after smothering the 
flames, towed the Buffalo back to the 
dock, past his big tank where 600 gal- 
lons of gasoline are stored.

young Pittsburger to Matteawan to 
protect the name of White, because of 
the public clamor which would follow. 

It would be dangerous to turn this 
man out without a competent examina- 
tion,” concluded Jerome. “A Supreme 
Court Judge has declared him insane. 
He will not submit to an examination, 
always ‘on advice of counsel.” If you 
decide to release this man,"’ warned 
Jerome, “only the future ‘will tell the 
consequences, 

“I don't believe it would be sate to 
overrule the judgment of Drs. Lambs 
and Baker. I sincerély trust you will 
not assume that responsibility,’”’ Jerome 
concluded. 

He then turned and walked out of the 
court room, brushing by Mrs. Harry 
Thaw’s chair. Her hatred of Jerome 
found expression in a look which 
seemed meant to transfix the prose- 
cutor. 

Thaw, much relieved, got up and took 
his seat near his mother, who leaned 
her arm on the back of his chair. 

As Morschauser began, Thaw jumped 
back to his seat, took his Paper and 
pencil, and continued to make notes of 
his own counsel’s final appeal in his 
behalf, 

Morschauser’s speech was slow and 
labored. It was in marked contrast to 
Jerome's kaleidoscopic review of the 
Thaw family. Morschauser’s voice was 
raised to an irritable pitch, and pump- 
handle gestures were the sole relief to 
a rather monotonous recital. 

During Jerome’s rapid and brilliant 
talk, Justice Mills had sat as though 
entertained and enjoying the New York 
prosecutor’s impressive narrative. He 
shifted nervously as Morschauser’s hesi- 
tating voice began: 

“If this man had the slightest insan- 
ity he would have broken forth at Mat- 
te1iwan. Dr. Baker can’t mention an 
irrational act of Thaw since his incar- 
ceration.”’ 

Thaw Prompts Lawyer. 

Under the pretext of getting a glass 
of water, Thaw twice arose and prompt- 
ed Morsthauser in a voice plainly heard

“Even with the life she brought him, 
Mr. Thaw was willing to take her and 
bring her home, feeling that if this man 
had not destroyed that which is sacred 
to every girl, he might ve happy. With 
this before him every day and every 
night he started out to wreak his ven- 
geance on this man and sought to break 
up that den and destroy forever that 
power to wreck and ruin the lives of 


young girls. Mr. Thaw appealed to Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. he District At- 
torney admitted the existence of such 
places, and if he had used the energy in 
rooting them out that he has in hound- 
ing this young man, the crime would 
never have been committed.”’

Prisoner Is Confident. 

Thaw himself is immensely confident 
of his release. He sat up late last 
night with his lawyer, and it was 4 
o’clock this morning before the two had 
finished going over the records of the 
case. 

Much of the effort devolved on Thaw 
because of Morschauser’s weak eyes, 
and in a great measure the address 
which the Poughkeepsie lawyer read to 
Justice Isaac N. Mills today comprised 
the notes made by Thaw in his cell last 
night. 

The tireless activity of the young 
Pittsburger and his *tupendous energy 
have been an incaiculable aid to Mor- 
schauser. He admitted the value of 
Thaw’s help when questioning Mrs. 
Thaw yesterday. Mother and lawyer de- 
clared in court that Thaw’s atvice and 
familiarity with many of the proceed- 
ings made possible the strong case he 
has presented. 

His arms loaded with books, Thaw) 
walked into court with his mother. He 
greeted his relatives and Jerome, bowed 
to the Judge and sat back In his chair 
to hear the prosecutor argue for his re- 
turn to Matteawan. Before entering the 
railing, Thaw briefly summed up his 
case to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent. 

‘‘FHiere is how the matter stands,”’ he 
said. “I seek my release on a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

“The State contends that I am a 
paranoiac of homicidal tendencies, and 
should be restrained in a criminal insti. 
tution. To prove my paranola, Jerome 
swung back on us all of the extrava- 
gant testimony given 4uring the homi- 
cide trial. 

“We first proved by witnesses that 
this testimony was unduly emphasized. 
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The State made its leading point that 
delusions were essentially indicative of 
paranoia. 


“We then explained away the delusions | 


which must have relieved Justice Mills’ 
mind of an impression that I was a 
paranolac. 

“By my mother’s charts, my school- 
mates, others of my tutors, my hunting 
companions and friends, we established 
proof that the exaggerated taint of 
Thaw insanity is a myth. This was 
done to show that I am not a hereditary 
lunatic, 


Sa Insanity Vanished. 
“These "two points established, our 


alienists proved that any insanity I had 
when White was shot had disappeared 
and Dr. Harris, the most logical and 
fairest of all the experts, I think, de- 
clared that I was as normal as an aver- 
age man, if you overlook my eccentrict- 
ties and self-assertiveness, traits of my 
family.”’ 

Mrs. Josiah Tnaw, Harry's sister-in- 
law, was the only member of the fam- 
ily not present when court began. 

Mrs. Thaw, the prisoner's mother, 
gave the following typewritten state- 
ment to the press while Jerome was 
summing up: 

“Mr. Jerome speaks of 14 allenists. 
There are but four he dares place on 
the witness stand to swear, or for- 
swear, that my son has, or ever had, 
any incurable mental trouble; and these 
have no religious feeling about their 
oaths that I know of. 2 

“Of the 14 he claims, seven have since 
sworn that Y, son ig sane, and except 
Drs. Evans ‘and Wagner, about fheir 
first two visits, all of them, Drs. Evans, 
Wagner, Graeme, Gammond, Jelliffe, 
Pilgrim and Gregory, have sworn that 
they never saw any sign of insanity 
whatever tn all their personal examina- 
tlons of him. Dr. White also was at 
the commission in March, 1907, to testi- 
fy to my son's sanity, but the com- 
missioners announced that they had 
heard enough alienists already, so Dr. 
White did not testify. No one knows 
better than Mr. Jerome that he was 
ready to swear to my son's sanity. 

“Of the remaining seven, Dr. Hamil- 
ton has said too much, and after his 
trickiness and his offers to ‘make it 
dementia precox,’ etc., he cannot help 
Jerome. Dr. Ferris announced Feb. 4 
1908, that he had nover made a personal

Fifty Per Cent Reduction Does 
Not Apply to Bridges 
or Ferries. 








The St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Railway Co. and the St. Louis 
Transfer Railway, both controlled by 
the Terminal Association, have issued 
tariffs showing a reduction in switch- 
ing rates in St. Louis of 50 per cent. 
The new rates went into effect” on 
intrastate business Aug. 1, and wil] F'<e) 
into effect on interstate business in 
September. 

Prior to Aug. 1 the rates of the S&S. 
Louls Transfer Railway were $1 for 
switching cars in the north end of St. 
Louis, and also $1 in the south end, 
and $2 between ‘the north and south 
sections of the city. 

The new rate is $1 per car between 
all points and oonnections of the St. 
Louis. Transfer Railway. 

The fdrmer rates in St. Louts of the 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway 
were $2 a car, and the new rate is $1 
per car between all points and conne-- 
tions on its lines.

Gasoline Explosion on Launch 
Buffalo at Alton Endan- 
gers Two:

Wrapped in a sheet of flame from a 
gasoline explosion, looking like a ball of 
fire to spectators ashore, his eyebrows 
burned off, his hair singed, his hands 
seared, Lawrence Hellrung saved him- 
self from death! by jumping overboard 
from the gasoline launch Buffalo at Al- 
ton Saturday morning. 

A few seconds later his companion, 
Henry Schuelle, who was steering the 
craft, made the leap for life. Both men 
swam ashore. The launch was saved 
from destruction by Capt. William 
Fluent, who rowed out and smothered 
the flames with wet bankets from his 
bathhouse. 

Ten Gallons of Gasoline Exploded. 

Hellrung and Schuelle, who are glass- 
blowers at Alton, own the Buffalo, 
which they keep at Fluent’s dock. They 
started out for a river voyage at 9 a, 
m. Hellrung was at the engine. They 
pushed the the craft away from the 
dock and had floated about 100 feet out 
into the stream, Hellrung working to 
get up power, when suddenly a leak 
caused the 10 gallons of gasoline to ex- 
plode, covering the boat with flame that 
rose several feet in the air. 

Instantly Hellrung was enveloped in 
the flames. The men standing on Flu- 
ent’s dock were horror-stricken. Hell- 
rung was completely shut from their 
view by the flames. But an instant 
later a detached mass of flame, ap- 
parently, leaped into the water. It was 
Hellrung. He went under at once, and 
the spectators held their breath. Half 
a minute later the man arose to the sur- 
face and struck out with sturdy strokes 
for shore. The crowd cheered lustily. 

Schuelle Forced to Jump. 

Meantime Schuelle, at the other end 
of the boat, waited to see what prog- 
ress toward him the flames would 
make. The woodwork caught quickly 
and the fire was enveloping Schuélle 
when he let go the wheel and leaped 
into the river. He was only slightly 
scorched. 

Hellrung went to a physician to have 
his burns dressed. 

Capt. Fluent, after smothering the 
flames, towed the Buffalo back to the 
dock, past his big tank where 600 gal- 
lons of gasoline are stored.

young Pittsburger to Matteawan to 
protect the name of White, because of 
the public clamor which would follow.

“A Supreme 
Court Judge has declared him insane.

If you 
decide to release this man,’’ warned 
Jerome, “only the future ‘will tell the 
consequences. 

“I don't believe it would be salle to 
overrule the judgment of Drs. Lambs 
and Baker. I sincerély trust you will 
not assume that responsibility,”” Jerome 
concluded. 

He then turned and walked out of the 
court room, brushing by Mrs. Harry 
Thaw's chair. Her hatred of Jerome 
found expression in a look which 
seemed meant to transfix the prose- 
cutor. 

Thaw, much relieved, got up and took 
his seat near his mother, who leaned 
her arm on the back of his chair. 

As Morschauser began, Thaw jumped 
back to his seat, took his paper and 
pencil, and continued to make notes of 
his own counsel’s final appeal in his 
behalf, 

Morschauser’s speech was slow and 
labored.

“Possibly, in the trials, some ex- 
travagant testimony was given to aid 
this boy, but later witnesses showed 
Harry's actions were that of a normal 
boy.”

‘You are mistaken, Mr. Morschau- 
ser,”’ replied Thaw with marked peev- 
ishness, ‘““*he saw me five days.”’

Prisoner Is Confident. 

Thaw himself is immensely confident 
of his release. He sat up late last 
night with his lawyer, and it was 4 
o’clock thir morning before the two had 
finished going over the records of the 
case. 

Much of the effort devolved on Thaw 
because of Morschauser’s weak eyes, 
and in a great measure the address 
which the Poughkeepsie lawyer read to 
Justice Isaac N. Mills today comprised 
the notes made by Thaw in his cell last 
night. 

The tireless activity of the young 
Pittsburger and his “tupendous energy 
have been an incaiculable aid to Mor- 
schauser. He admitted the value of 
Thaw’s help when questioning Mrs. 
Thaw yesterday. Mother and lawyer de- 
clared in court that Thaw’s a4yice and 
familiarity with many of the proceed- 
ings made possible the strong case he 
has presented. 

His arms loaded with books, Thaw, 
walked into court with his mother. He 
greeted his relatives and Jerome, bowed 
to the Judge and sat back In his chair 
to hear the prosecutor argue for his re- 
turn to Matteawan. Before entering the 
railing, Thaw briefly summed up his 
case to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent. 

‘Here is how the matter stands,” he 
said.

CET UNDER Sth 


By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The Navy 
Department har received a report of a 
notable performance by Midshipman 
Kennah Whiting, in command of the 
submarine Porpoise, now in Manila. 

For the purpose of demonstrating the 
possibility of escape from a submerged 


submarine through a torpedo tube, Mid- 
shipman Whiting, who is an expert 
swimmer, had his vessel lowered to the 
bottom of the bay near Cavite. 

Far under the water, about seventy 
feet, Whiting crawled into a torpedo 
tube. The end of the tube in the boat 
was closed behind him. A tube in a 
submarine is closed or opened on the 
outside by a pert, which is moved by 
powerful machinery worked by com- 
preased air within the boat. 

When under water there is great pres- 
sure against the port cover and it takes 
a lot of power to make it swing out and 
upward. When it does swing there is a

THE GREAT COMPROMISER. 

In a statement intended to justify his approv- 
al of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law, in which he 
touched upon the shortcomings of the law with 
excessive gentleness, President Taft said: _ 

‘The bill is not a perfect tariff bill, or a complete 
compliance with the promises made, strictly inter- 
preted, but a fulfillment free from criticism in re- 
spect of subject matter involving many thousands 


of articles could not be expected.” 
“Free from criticism”—when the thundering de- 


nunciations of the bill by progressive senators 
and representatives of his party are reverberating 
throughout the country—when all papers, ex- 
cept a few hidebound organs, are condemnrng it 
without stint. “Complete compliance with prom- 
ises’”—when if Mr. Taft does not know that the 
bill makes a mockery of his own pledges he is 
the only man in the country who is ignorant of it. 

But putting aside Mr. Taft’s beguiling, ingenious 
phrases, we would like to know why compliance 
with the party’s promises was not to be expect- 
ed. Surely he knows that; he must know what 
were the influences behind Aldrich, behind Can- 
non and all the standpatters; he must know that 
the protected interests dictated the schedules 
and trafficked through their representatives for 
the best bargains in privileges they could get. 
Are we to infer from the President’s soapy words 
that the Republican party cannot be expected to 
fulfill its pledges; that it is not a free agent, 
but can only serve the people so far as its masters 
will permit? 

Remarking that the Republican party did not 
promise to pass a free trade bill, Mr. Taft con- 


tinued: 
“It promised to make the rates protective, but to 


| reduce them when they exceeded the difference be- 


tween the cost of production abroad and here, mak- 


| ing allowance for the greater normal profit on active 


investments here.” ; 
How was that promise kept? What considera- 


tion was given to that point? What actual in- 
formation did the high protection advocates who 
made the law place before Congress as a means 
of determining what would be a reasonable tax? 
What schedule was fixed on the basis of the dif- 
ference in cost of production at home and abroad? 
Can Mr. Taft name one? 

As a matter of fact there was no pretense of 
any definite information on the comparative cost 
of production of home and foreign articles. . No 
systematic inquiry was attempted. Nor was :t 
seriously considered. Senator Newlands, express- 
ing grave doubt of the possibility of using for 
this purpose the force of experts which the bill en, 
ables the President to employ, said of the man- 
ner in which the bill was constructed: 

“It is the judgment of the country that the meth- 
ods employed by Congress in the ascertainment of 
facts is faulty and ineffective. Hach man stands 
here like a storekeeper behind’ his counters laden 
with wool or cotton, or lumber, or whut not, and dar- 


gains and compromises.” 
The President has well earned the t'tle of Great 


Compromiser, but his reputation as an apologist 
will suffer if he proceeds on the assumption that 
the public is wholly bereft of discernment.

Freedom of the Press. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Since the promulgation of the Turkish Constitution 
there have been started some eight hundred new 
newspapers in Turkey. The press there is now free 
from Government censure and persecution. Now, let 
us look at the existing conditions in this country, 
a “republic,” a land of “‘liberty.’”’ The recent decision 
of Judge Wright in condemning the editors of the 
American Federationist for publishing the truth has 
started the suppression of liberty of the press, and 
another case follows that. That is the case of the 
Appeal to Reason. The editor of the Appeal to Rea- 
son has been tried by a prejudiced, packed Republi- 
can jury, and sentenced by a Republican judge to 
serve six months in jail at Fort Scott, Kan., and pay 
a fine of $1500 for practicing liberty of the press, and 
for printing the truth. And that prosecution was 
backed up by the Government of the United States, 
‘“‘a free country.” As in the case of Blijah: P. ‘Love- 
joy, whose press was destroyed and who was é€ventu- 
ally murdered for practicing freedom of the press; 
and in whose honor a few years ago some of the 
great-grandchildren of his murderers erected a mon- 
ument, so will the cases of the Appeal to Reason 
and the American Federationist appeal to the people. 
As it is there is precious little free press, and there 
will be none at all if the few remaining independent 
papers can be muazzled into silence by injunction, 
persecution or prosecution. Will the American wage 
slave never wake up?

Opechancanough had already heard with disgust of the white men who were 
building a settlement on Virginia’s shores, and he was glad one of them had 
fallen into his hand’. .He was about to order Smith to torture and death, when 
the plucky English prisoner drew from his pocket a compass and calmly pro- 
ceeded to show Opechancanough how to use the wonderful instrument. Then he 
went on to explain the course of the sun, moon and stars in such amazing 
fashion that Opechancanough thought him a spirit. So, instead of killing him 
(which would have crushed the Jamestown colony's chances of life and have 
put back for many years the white man’s rulership of America), he passed him 
on to his brother Powhatan. In an earlier article of this se- 
ries Smith’s adventurewith Powhatan and Pocahontas have 
FOR been told. 

A BLOW When Powhatan died, in 1618, Opechancanough becamé 

Sagamore of the 30 Virginia and Maryland tribes that had 
formed his brother’s ‘‘empire.’”” He also assumed Powhatan’s mock title of 
“Emperor of the Indies.” By this time the English had secured a strong grip 
on Virginia. Jamestown was a flourishing place. There were smaller towns 
and many rich plantation farms. Opechancanough foresaw that the Indians 
must soon be crowded out. Therefore he hated the white men. He had more 
personal reasons, too, for this hatred. Capt. Argall of Jamestown, who had 
kidnaped his niece Pocahontas and had held her for ransom, had also, ina quar- 
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confidence.

He managed to stir up his people against the English and to draw 1600 flerce 
Indian warriors to his standard. Then he waited for the right moment to at- 


tack. A settler and one of the Indians 


had a fight. The Indian was slain. 


Opechancanough, clad for war and brandishing a tomahawk, rushed into the 
presence of the English Governor at Jamestown and demanded redress. His 


plea was refused. In fury he drove his 


tomahawk blade into the wall of the 


house and called curses down from heaven upon the English. On the instant, 


however, he saw that he had toe plainly 


shown his hatred, and, fearing lest he 


might have put the colonists on their guard, he said more mildly: 

“Forgive me, Gov. Wyatt. I did not mean to curse all the English, but only 
the vile Englishman, Samuel Argall, Who struck me and kidnaped Pocahontas. 
I leve all @ther Englishmen, and the skies will decay sooner than that love.” 


The settlers were deceived by such protestations. 
Opechancanough turned loose his 1500 savages upon the peaceful 


S80, when on April 1, 1622,

caught the English utterly unprepared. In less than’ an hour the Indiaas had 
killed 850 white men, women and children. Jamestown was saved by prompt 
measures of defense, but the outlying settlements were ravaged with fire and 


steel.. There had been & flourishing 


plantations when this sudden murder- 


ous ralé began: In a day or so there were only eight left. 

The settlers rallied and swept the Indians out of their old habitations. 
Opechancanough was forced to flee, and this act of cowardice lost him much of 
his power among the savages. About 6000 Indians had lived within 60 miles of 
Jamestown. By.the time the campaign was over the 8000 square miles about 


Jamestown 4id not.contain 1000 natives.

At that time I studied the law 
pertaining to professional boxing care- 
fully. I positively will not allow the 
boxing game to resume in St. Louis. 

“You can say positively for me that 
there will be no revival of professional 
boxing in St. Louls.”’

DECLARES TURKEY IS TRYING 
TO PICK WAR WITH GREECE 


Consul-General Says Porte’s De- 
mand to Keep Out of Crete 
Is Impossible. 

NEW YORK, Aug, 7.—Before he had 
seen the cablegram from Constantino- 
ple that the Porte had sent a note to 
Greece demanding a formal declaration 
of non-interference in Cretan affairs, 
Demetrius M. Botassi, the Greek Con- 
sul-General in this ctiy, declared that 
there was no doubt in his mind that 
Turkey was trying to pick a war with 
Greece, 

“But it is hardly possible that the 
great powers will permit the opening of 
the Eastern question just now,” the 
Consul-General continued.
